Total Lack of a Clew to the Identity 
of the Audacious Gang.

New York, Oct. 27.—The Manhattan Savings 
Institution, at Broadway and Bleecker ‘treet, 
was the victim to-day of ove of the most daring 
and successful burglaries ever perpetrated. It 
is estimated that fully $3,500,000 in cagh and 
securities were carried off, and, beyond mere 
suspicion, it is believed the police have no clew 
to the robbers. The bank building is six stories 
in hight; the bank is on the first floor. On the 
extreme northern side isa door at haa 
leading te the upper floors. Thie er- 
tends but -half way down the building, 
making the shape of. the banking-room irregu- 
lar on that side. Into the wall of the latter, 
beneath this staircase, is an iron safe for unim- 
portant books and papers. The main entrance 
is on Broadway. On Bleecker street is the sec- 
ond entrance, with a storm-shed in front. The 
building at the eastern corner is cut off from 
top te bottom by a wall designed to furnish 
light and air. A continuation of the stout 
brick wall of this well parallel with Bleecker 
street divides the room, torming a recess on its 
south side, part of which is taken up by 
A MAGNHIFICENT IRON VAULT 
about thirteen feet long, eight feet broad, and 
eight feet in hight, which cost $40,000. The 
vault faces Brosdway, and has double doors 
opening outward. Onit is a large clock, which 
can be plainly seen from either street. Behind 
this vault is a room for the Directors, and on 
the north side of the dividing wall is the Rresi- 
dent’s private office. Io the rear of the Direct- 
ors’ room, entirely separate from the banking 
office, is a hallway and staircase leading to the 
upper floors, with the entrance door on Bleecker 
street. The St. Charles Hotel flanks the build- 
ing on the north, and a chop-house er tea 
IT 18 STRANGE 
that nobody in these places saw what was "being 
done in plain sight of either street. 
In the room just over the President's room 
live the janitor, Louis Werckle, his wife, and 
mother-in-law. 
To reach these rooms it is necessary to enter 
by the rear Bleecker street door. The adjoin- 
ing room has been occupied forthe past five 
weeks by 
A MYSTERIOUS FRENCHMAN, 
supposed to be a manufacturer of artificial flow- 
ers, whose name the police refuse to disclose, 
aud the inmates of the building, including the 
bank officers, pretend not to know. 
Louis Werckle, the janitor, is a little old man 
of no physical strength, and apparentiy less 
courage. He bas been over twenty years in the 
employ of the bank, and was implicitly trusted. 
The bank employs as night-watchman Daniel 
Haley, a brawny Irishman. He went on duty 
at 6 o'clock Saturday evening, locked bim- 
self inside the bank, and remained on 
watch all night. At 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing he went out the Bleecker street 
entrance, locking the door behind him, and pro- 
ceeded up-stairs to Werckle’s apartments, 
shutting the street door, which closes with a 
catch. He rapped with his club on Werckle’s 
sitting-room door to wake him, and, having 
heard his response, 
PASSED DOWN-STAIRS AND OUT, 
shutting the street door behind him. He 
walked to the corver of Broadway. and stood 
there ten minutes. He then went home. 
At that time, so far as be knew, the Bank 
was all richt. He saw no suspicious or other 
persons about. 
to fear, as she would not be harmed. The 
handcuffs were removed from ber by Officer 
Kennedy, who was first to arrive. She wes 
TOO TERRIFIED TO NOTICE CLOSELY 
the men's clothes or appearance. 
Kohlman, the barber, having a shop in the 
basement under the Bank, arrived about 7, 
looked into the Bank, as was bis custom, to 
compare bis watch with the Bank clock, 
but saw nothing to arouse suspicion. Nor did 
ne after that bear any voise, though a beavy 
footfall in the Bank could be plainly heard in 
his shop. 
A little while later Werckle came rushing 
into the shop and said the Bank had been 
robbed. Kohlman ran up, looked iu the Bieeck- 
er street door, and saw the vault open and the 
silver scattered about the floor. 
OF COURSE. 

The officer who had the Bleecker-street beat 
passed the Bank several times between 6 and 7, 
and looked in every time, but saw nothing 
wrong. The Broadway officer was taking in 4 
prisoner about 7, and as he passed the Bank be 
saw a man in his shirt-sleeves busily dusting the 
Bank shelves. As this was an ordinary occur- 
rence at that hour be thought nothing of it. 
This man was undoubtedly on the lookout.

Werckle says he was awakened by the watcb- 
man as usual at 6 o’clock, Kealey rapping on his 
door. He began to dress, abd. as he was draw- 
i ing on his pavtaloons, the door of his sitting- 
room opened suddenly, and 

SEVEN OR EIGHT MASKED MEN WALKED IN. 
They seized and handcuffed Werckle and bis 
wife, and tied his mother-in-law in a sheet. 

The women cried out, but Werckle told them 
the robbers would kill them upless they kept 
quiet, and they subsided. 

One of the men took Werckle’s keys from 
him, and another put a revolver to his head and 
told him to give up the combination. He said 
he didn’t have it. 

“You lie, You-—. You open the vault 
every morning. Give it up or I'll blow your 
brains out. 

Werckle says be urged that if he told them 
they could not turn the knob, but they again 
threatened him, and he gave them the combi- 
nation. Three of the gang then remained to 
guard the prisoners, and 

THE REST WENT DOWN-STAIRS. 

After a long while, during which Werckle 
beard them pounding, one or two of the gang 
came up and whispered to the guards, and all 
left together. 

Werckle soon after went * 
one about, gave the alarm. r 

Mrs. Werckle corroborates this story, only 
she saw but five men. They woe white hand- 
kerchiefs below the masks. Those who 
guarded her repeatedly d der not 
in a room with large windows W. on two 
frequented streets. It is little short of marvel- 
ous that the robbers escaped notice either by 
the patrolmen or passers-by. — 

The janitor and watchman haye been arrest- 
ed, and other parties cautioned to keep silence. 

The President of the bank ip a brother of 
Augustus Schell, who is himself a Director, 
and who called to-day to see about a $50,000 
security which was found untouched. The bank 
officials joined the police in reticence. Neither 
the police nor the bank officials suspect the 
janitor.

THEY BELIEVE HIS STORY 
as be tells it. Their theory isdhat the robbers 
opened the Bleecker street door with the key 
they took from Werckle, and, once inside, 
locked it again. With the vault key and combina- 
tion in their possession, they were soon inside 
the vault. 

The night watchman hed put out the gas, 
leaving tbe room in a gloom, so that everything 
was obscure to an outsider unless he looked 
closely in st the windows. On both sides of the 
vault are shelves holding bank-books and a 
large number of tin boxes of valuables, the 
property of individuals who had deposited 
them for safe keeping. The bank officials re- 
fuse to give the names of these depositors, and

for the deposits. It was for the convenience of 
these depositors that the combination and vault 
key were intrusted to the janitot, a proceeding 
that creates considerable comment. 

As many of the depositors wanted their 
boxes of valuables before 9 in the morning, 
they were in the habit of getting them from the 
janitor. But for getting the key and combina- 
tion as they did, the 1 could not have 
carried out their scheme at all. 

THE THEORY 
is, that, having opened the large outer doors by 
the key aud combination, two of the burglars 
went inside and worked at the inner apartments, 
passing out the Gepositors’ boxes and other 
valuables to the confederates, who worked 
behind the bank counters. Meanwhile, the 
vault doors being closed, there was no suspi- 
cious sight, and the sonnd of the jimmies were 
muffied. A number of compartments were 
not touched. The burglars found some 
that opened comparatively easy, but 
other locks they could not move and 
DARED NOT BLOW THEM OPEN. 
Having occupied as much time as they dared 
venture, they probably let themselves out by 
the Bleecker-street entrance and hurried away 
with their booty. 
It is thought that from the depositors’ boxes 
the burglars got not less than $1,000,000 in 
bonds and securities. . 
About forty boxes were rifled. Out of the 
$3,500,000 but 611,000 in cash was obtained.

Nuw Tonk, Oct. 27.—Between 6 and 9 o'clock 
this morning masked burglars entered the 
Manhattan Savings Bank Buildiug, at the corner 
of Broadway and Bleecker street, and, after 
handcuffing the janitor; made him, under 
threats of instant death, reveal the combination 
of the safe to them and deliver up the keys of 
the bank. They rifled the Vault of presumably 
a large amount of money, @ twenty tin boxes 
known to have contained bills were found on 
the floor quite empty. The building is a six- 
story one, the bank occupying the ground floor, 
with entrances on both 
street. Wendel Kohl

that time. At twenty lee minutes past 9 
o’clock he was startled by the appearance at the 
head of the basewent-stalrs ef the janitor, 
Louis Wertel, 

WHITE WITH FRIGHT BXCITEMENT, 
with his hands handcuffed tightly and the key 
of the bank clutched between them. He was 
only halt dressed, and @asped, “Thieves! rob- 
bers! come and see!” barber accom panied 
bim into the bank and saw. the doors of the 
great vault wide open, and the floor littered 
with tin boxes, all emptied of their con- 
tents. The burglars’ tools were scattered 
in every direction. The barber notified 
the police, and Supt Walling, Inspector 
Dilk, Capt. Byrnes, and Capt. Kiely 
were soon oo the scene. The doors, windows, 
and all means of access from without were 
found intact, and it was evident the thieves 
had entered by means of keys. Dan Keely, 
the night watchman, left bis post at 6 o’clock 
a. m. and aroused the janitor, as was 
his custom, and left. the buiiding, lock- 
ing the hall door him. He left the 
corner at 6:10 a. m., and then everything 
was right and quiet. A lithographer who does 
business, on the up — that, at 6 
o’clock, he arrived at the’ and found 
the entrance open, aud wondered at the care- 
lessness of the watchman. He passep up stairs 
and met nobody, and heard no noise or disturb- 
arice. 


_. THR JANITOR, WERTSEL, 
created an unfavorable impression on cross-ex- 
amination. He said that. at 10 minutes past 6, 
while he was dreasing, seven masked men sud- 
denly rushed into bis room, handcuffed him and 
his wife, and demanded the keys ot the bank. 
His mother-in-law, an old lady, who was pres- 
ent, screamed, when the burglars drew pistole 
and tareatened instant death to any ane who 
made a noise. They then carried him into an 
adjoining room apd forced him to deliver up the 
keys of the street doors. With these four of the 
party went down stairs, leaving three on guard 
in his room. Three hoars passed, and Wertel 
heard a clock striking. Just then one of the 
men from down stairs returned, and, after 3 
whispered consultation, they all left. After he 
regained his courage he went down to the 
barber-shop, as described. Wertel admitted to 
Supt. Walling that be had given the combina- 
tion unlocking the doors of the vault to the 
robbers, He gave it under threats of instant 
death, But he failed to state how he got posses- 
sior. of the combination. His wife corroborated 
his story of the attack, but said there were only 
five meg in the party. Mr. Lent, a Broadway 
merchant, passed the bank soon after 7 a. m.,

and desks inside. It is supposed this was one 
of the burglars, endeavoring to make things 
look as natural as possible. Officers Van Nor- 
ton and Tully said they looked through the 
bank windows between 6 and 7 o’clock, and all 
was quiet. The vault can be seen {from the 
street. inside the main doors of the safe vault 
the burglars found a space with shelves, upon 
which were tin boxes filled with jewelry, silver- 
ware, and valuable papers. These they emptied. 
They overlooked one box on a back shelf con- 
taining 850,000 in valuables, the property of 
Edward Schell, President of the ‘bank. The 
open space of six feet between the main door 
of the vault aud the doors of the inner safe gave 
the burglars ample space to work in. They pried 
open one compartment containing $11,000in small 
bills. They next forced the bottom drawer, but 
got nothing of value therefrom. The wedges 
wefe found in the upper compartments, which 
they wee trying to force when they were evi- 
dently disturbed. A dozen drills, a sledge- 
hammer, three sectional jimmies, and other 
tools were found scattered around. The ofli- 
cers of the bank admit that the janitor possess- 
ea the combination of the vault. It was given 
him months ago so that be could take out the 
books and make ready for business. The offi- 
cers of the bank are: Edward Schell, Presideut 
aud Treasurer; C. F. Alvord, Secretary. Fol-

ALMOST INSTANTLY AND MARVELOUSLY. 
Massachusetts devoted her share of the ransom of 
Louisburg by the French, which came to her from 
the Motber-Country in specie, to the cancellation 
of this outstanding paper, eleven to one. Prices 
were at once adjusted to this new meaeure, and 
the coin remained with them when it had no mean- 
er competitor. Rbode [sland and New Hampshire, 
adhering to their old ways, found their trade trans- 
ferred to the coin Colony. Tae trade of Newport 
was at once transferred to Salem and Newburyport, 
and nothing more was heard in Massachusetts of 
the scarcity of money until she repeated ber old 
inflation errors. 

Perhaps the most striking illustration of an in- 
flated currency, and the evils attending it, which 
our history furnishes, is to be found in the Conti- 
nental money. The Continential Congress had 
issued paver for $9,000,000 before the deprecia- 
tion began, and, at every successive addition to 
that volume, the whole mass sank. Congress did 
its best to sustain the bills, but all was of no avail. 
In 1780 $200, 000, 000 of bille were out. They were 
then worth two cents on the dollar. and then sank 
to rise no more. So that, while $9,000, 000 of cur- 
rency was worth in 1776 $9, 000. 000, in 1780, only 
four years afterwards, $200,000,000 of bills was 
worth only 4. 000. 000. This was inflation to the 


heart's content of a Fiatist. History repeated itself 


during the Rebellion, for, during the earlier years 
of the War, the adaition to the volume of the cur- 
rency reduced the purchasing power of the entire 
mass to a point below the original volume. 

I have thas, very cursorily and very imperfectly. 
sketched a few features in our own financia! hie- 
tory; but it all reads in the same way, and teaches 
the same lesson. 

The history of ourown country is not the soli- 
tary teacher of these lessons: the Mussissippi 
schemes, the South-Sea bubble, the French assig- 
nats, —all efforts to control natural laws by legisié- 
tion, —ali failures, and for which but one remedy 
has ever been found, — 

A RETURN TO HONEST MONEY. 

The French assignat was Fiat money in its com- 
retest development, but no human fiat could give 

value. As additions were made to the volume. 
the decline was steady, until finally they reached 
s0 low an ebb that 150 france in assignats were 
equivajent to one franc in silver, whereupon the 
currency was again inflated, andthe whole mass 
became atterly worthless. 

Surely the terrible panic of 1873, from which 
we are so slowly 9 could not have been 
brought about by a lack of currency, for the Na- 
tional-bank note-circuiation in December, 1873, 
was nearly $50, 000, 000 more than it is to-day. 

I have adduced these few historical examples for 
the purpose of showing that, beydnd a certain 
point, additions to the volawe of paper currency, 
for the purpose of making money plenty, defeat 
the very pu and render money scarce; 
that the depreciation of the currency certain to 
follow such a policy is the most disastrous of all 
forms of currency-contraction. We must bear in

THIS I8 NOT TRUE. 

Passing thé consideration of the question as to the 
inherent and intrinsic value of gold, let us take a 
simple illustration. Su that a $20 gold piece, 
fresh from the mint, with the Government siamp 
clear and bright upon it, were subjectod to a bam- 
mering process so severe that every mark of the 
stamp effaced,—that neither letter, figures, nor 
symbol of any kind was visivle upon it; let its 
sbape be c roll it into a sphere, pound it into 
any shape you please, —leave the quantity of the 
metal unimpaired, and you will have substantial! 
$20 in value. On the other hand, take your Fia 
piece of paper upon whica the Government has 
stamped or printed, ‘*Thit is $20." Rub out that 
inscription, roll into a spere, and it isa paper wad, 
of the value of a paper wad, no more, no less. 

Is it not quite clear, therefore, that there is be- 
tween the per and the com an inberent and 
essential difference in their intrinsic value’? Paper 
money dies with the Government which issued it, 
and becomes valuleess. 

Gold coin endures when the Government which 
stamped it has passed sut of recorded history, and is 
removed into the dim periods of tradition. Should 
there be found in the tomb of a mummy thousands 
of years old a gold coin, its purchasing power—its 
value—inheres in it, and the-currents of ages 

HAVE NOT WORN IT AWAY. 
Bat the Confederate note found iis grave before 
the last ditch of the Confederacy was reached. 

If the use of Fiat — 2 — 12 to — 
legitimate range of operations, there wou si- 
biy be po very serious Objections to it. If Fiat 
money were used only in exchange for Fiat things. 
no t harm would be done, except of 
time involved in a transaction so utterly idle. No 
serious calamity would follow the trading of Fiat 
dollars for Fiat bread or Fiat clothes; but the diffi- 
culty would be, that ultimately some one would 
get hun or cold, would ciamor for the rea) arti- 
cle. and nthe trouble would begin. Any as- 
sociation of genilemen who ire it may legally 
engage day after day, and fo long a period as 
they can hold out, im trading shadows and ex- 
changing fictions; but nothing but shadows and 
fictions will remain at the end of the transaction. 
The stamp of the Government upon a piece of pa- 
per, This is a dollar, is pure fiction, known by 
the whole civilized world to be a fiction, and 
spurned and rejected as any other impudent fiction 
would be. It is atterlvy impossible to attach any 
value to sach a fraudulent and lying pretense. 
The Government may uncertake to force the cred- 
itor to accept such a fiction for the reality, but toat 
is simply adding to the crime of falsehood the ad- 
ditional and higher crime of robbery ; and ali those 
who clamor for sach a scheme of pubhe robbery, 
for the purpose of availing themselves of its bene- 
Ats, are guilty of the same crime. 

The proposition to extinguish the national debt 
by the issuance of $1, 800, 000. 000 of Fiat money. 
and to make such so-called money a legal-tender 
for the payment of debts, involves at once, and of 
avery necessity, the destruction and confiscation

It means that all the investments for the weak and 
the helpless, the widow and the orphan, shall be 
swept away.

To the advocates of this scheme, the utter 
wrecking of the nati@nal credit and henor seems to 
possess no terrors. Taey do not choose to con- 
sider how utterly helpless a nation so thoroughly 
discredited as ours would be under such a poricy 
would be rendered. They do not choose to sec 
that the adoption of such a stupendous fiction as 
Fiat money would drive commerce from ail our 
ports, and paralyze all business-enterprises at 
home. Nor do they pause to caiculate the benefits 
which they would derive from such a policy, to 
oifeet these vast evils apparent to every one. 

We should be relieyed, so far as our present 
burdens are concerned, merely from the payment 
of the interest on the national debt; and the tax 
on whisky, tobacco, and cigars pays that: so that, 
in exchange for national faith and honor, we get 
cheap whisky and tobacco. As desirabie as these 
articles may be to the average Fiatist, I insist that 
the price to be paid for them is altogether too 
high. 

u some quarters it is pro d that this Fiat 
money be issued and loaned directly to the people 
on real-estate security. 

BUT WHY LOAN IT AT ALL; 
and, above all. what sense can there be in Govern- 
ment asking security for it! 

The Government is under no obligation. It has 
no pegs ry A or liability in connection with 
Fiat money. It is never to redeem it, never to con- 
vert itinto anything else; and hence the Govern- 
ment loses nothing if ite loans of this money are 
never repaid, and it gains nothing if they are paid. 
Why, therefore, ask security? Why loan at all? 

loss of the Fiat muney is no loss to the Gov- 
ernment. It costs the Government nothing, either 
at present or im the fature. Why loan it? Why 
not adopt the shorter course, and give it directiy 
to all who call for it, and in such sums as are call- 
ed for! Issue as much of this money as you please, 
and very shortly after each issue money will be 
ecarce, trade will be stagnant, labor will be unem- 
ployed, a all industries paralyzed. Forthwith 
you would hear another call for more money to re- 
vive business and move the crops.” For. with 
the crops at one end of the line and Fiat money at 
the other, the c would eiubborniy refuse to 
move. The farmer could eat his crops; he could 
exchange them for clothing, for houses, for every 
earthly thing he needed,—for gold even. But he 
could neither eat his riat peewee A nor exchange it 
for any other thing of any earthly value. 

Thos would all business- transactions be either 
carried tack to those primitive conditions of bar- 
ter, or all business-sales and purchases would be 
upon a coin basis, and placed there by special 
contract. 

The constitutional obiection to this scheme is 
obvious to sooty one, but I have negiected to al- 
lude to it, for the reason that an objection of that 
character would not be likely to have much weight 
with one who looks upon the repudiation of the 
national debt, and the confiscation of private and 
public credits, as 

SOMETHING DESIRABLE TO ACCOMPLISH. 

So far as the project is based upon any spite 
against the banks, it would assuredly fail of its 
purpose, for the banks thoroughly realize the ef- 
fects and consequences of such a policy far in ad- 
vance, would very soon convert all their means 
into something real and substantial, and would be 

repared to smilingly meet their depositors with 
Fiat ope 

It ie sufficiently obvious to any man who will 
panse to think even one moment, that all busi- 
ness-prosperity at all permanent in its character 
must depend, as a firet condition, upon a fixed 
and stable currency. This currency, being the 
medium by which all exchanges are made and all 
values or prices are determined, must be stable and 
certain, else business becomes a mere game of 
chance, the success of which will devend not upon 
the skill of those engaged in it, but upon what 
the value of the currency in the future may happen 
tone. No sane basiness-man would feel like en- 
tering upon any enterprise which required from 
him the expenditures of large sume of money in tie 
future, if the actual value of that money might be 
very much greater when he was called upon for the 
the money than it was at the time he 

y it. No one would feei safe to 
contract for the sale or delivery of property in the 
future at any fixed number of dollars, if it were at 
all probable that the dollar in which he would be 
paid would be worth much less than the dollar in 
circulation at the time the contract was made. 

Should the laboring man who is now shouting 
lustily for Fiat money enter into a contract for 
service for one year on the basis of one dollar worth 
99% cents, he would forget his politics and his ab- 
surd schemes of finance, and clamorously and nois- 
ily proclaim the wickedness of the bloated capital - 
ist who at the end of the year wouid pay him in 
legal-tender Fiats, worth 50 or 20 cents on the 
doilar. 

Business never has been for any great length of 
time successfully prosecuted on the basis of a 
shifting and uncertain currency; and one of the 
most important lessons that we have to learn is, 
that, whether we are well or ii] paid for our work 
— — not upon the number of dollars which we 


receive, 
BUT UPON THEIR VALUE. J 

It might, per babs, be deemed desirable by the

The celebrated divinity-student, the profound 
theological scholar, the eminent moralist, and un- 
seifigh friend of tne laboring man, Benjamin F.

between the power of the Almighty and the power 
of Congress. This, I think, will not be disputed. 
One is Omnipotent; the other falls, in many re- 
spects 
do and has done many things which nas 
never done, and never can succeed in doing. It i 
deemed unnecessary to recapitulate the particulars 
wherein the power of Congress falls short of Om- 
nipotence. Congress would not attempt to hold 
the planets in th laces, nor direct the rotation 
of tne seasons; nor make the grow. nor 
cause the tides to ebb and flow, by joint resolu- 
tion or otherwise. Hence it is, that even had the 
Almighty, in looking upon the dense darkness in 
which the Earth was enveloped, by a simple dec- 
laration. Let there be light,“ evolved light from 
this darkness, it by no means fullows that Con- 
gress could, under the same circumstances, by the 
same Fat, have produced the same miraculous re- 
sult; and it falls very far short of proving that 
Congress, by simply looking at a pile of paper 
and a quantity of ink, and issuing ite Fuat. This 
ie money, can make the paper and ink money. 
The difficulty with sach an experiment is, that, as 
a matter of faci, the material operated upon re- 
mains and continues to be paper and ink after the 
windy Fiat bus been issued. Congress effects no 
change in the material operated upon oy its Fiat. 
The Almighty, looking upon our planet covered 
by thick darkness, did not say, ‘'Tnis is light”; 
but He said, Let there be laut, and He set at 
work those mysterious agencies which He alone 
controls, and There was light. A great change 

ad been effected, and that Fiat preceded a fact, 
while the proposed Congressional Fiat merely 
blunderingly asserts a falsehood. 

SHALL WE RESUME? 

Back to the inquiry must we come at last, Shall 
we resume? 

To those who are earnestly solicitous for the 
preservation and vindication of the national honor 
und integrity, there can be but one answer.

Again and again has it been asserted that 3,000, -

A MONSTROUS EXAGGERATION 

on the face of it. The whole number of persons 
in the United States engaged in manual industries 
is 10,000,000, male and female. This calculation 
allotted to Massachusetts, as her share of unem 
ployed, idle laborers, between 200.000 and 300, - 
000; while a most thorough canvass of the State 
last summer showed only 28,000 persons of both 
sexes out of employment, and most of these were 
not very anxious for work. 

Despite our hard lot to-day, look back to 1861-2. 
and see how great our progress bas been since 
that time. Our currency was then im such fright- 
ful condition that the rate of exchange between 
Chicage and New York was 10 cents on the doliar. 
Laboring men were paid off in this worthless cur- 
rency.

Your schools are ‘etter and taere are more of 
them; and, to secure such a future as every hon- 
est man, who relies for his success upon his own 
exertions, desires, you need but a staple, steady 
currency, at al) times and at any time convertible 
into coin at the option of the holder, so that your 
calculations for the future may be founded 
upon a substantial basis, and not be made the 
p.aything of selfish political demagogues. My geod 
friends, who are certain that your condition is 
grievously bad, and who are sure that your own 
country is the worst-governed upon the face of the 
earth, and that no other peoples suffer as you 
think you do, when you go home to-night take 
down the map of the world and select some spot 
upon it for which you would wish to exchange your 
homes of to-day. You will and no such place. 
You have, | am sure, that honorable pride which 
ail good men have in the good name of the land 
you live in. Think how wonderful nave been its 
achievemeuts within less than twenty years. No 
slave now breaths upon our soil. Equa! rights are 
guaranteed to every citizen. Our immense indebt- 
edness bas up to this time beeu met with a hero- 
ism whtico challenges the edmiration of the world. 
By hundreds of millions has it been d; by hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars have the burdens of 
taxation been lifted from the shoulders of the peo- 
ple. Steadily has the credit of the Nation advanced 
and strengthened, and, as its credit nas advanced, 
has the interest upon ite debt been reduced, and its 
bonds are sought for in every money-market in the 


world.

The Manhattan episode isso far out of the 
common as to justify a suspicion of some- 
thing wrong more than appears on the face 


of it. 

THE “TIMES” AND THE IRISH. 
The Irish defection from the Chicago 
Times ticket in the present local campaign 
has induced that sheet to assail the Irish 
race in the most malignant and brutal 
fashion. Tun Tammo has once or twice 


‘resented these reckless attacks, and the Times 


has probably come to a realizing sense of the 
error, if not the injustice, of its course. It 
geeks, therefore, to turn the tables, and 
credit Tax Trisune with some of its own 
blackguard and atrocious sentiments, of 
which the following is a specimen: 

An Irishman is the refuse of creation. There is 
nothing in him, whether at home or abroad, to 
command respect. That there are no snakes or 
toads in Ireland is because the Irishman hes in 
bimself all the duplicity of the one clase and the 
venom of the o As voters the Irish are with- 
out choice, being driven tothe polls by Democratic 
bull-whackers as throngs of stupid bogs are driven 
to the shambles by butchers. Generations of 
civilizanon are required to efface from him his 
original savagery. lie is the drunken, worthless 
bummer of the nineteenth century. In religion he 
is by turns a bigot anda fool, and an intolerant 
zealot always. He is a curse to any country which 
he may twnfest with bis presence. He is at times a 
pauper, a criminal; and at all times a venal tool of 
tne slave-driving Democracy. 

When the Times says that the above ex- 
tract is “the published opinion of Tue 
Trisune as to our Irish fellow-citizens,” it 
lies, knowingly and designedly.

& Co., and Mr, Lassgy’s assurance in offer- 
ing on a bluff to sacrifice $70,000 of their 
product resolves itself into a simple proposi- 
tion of Srewart & Co. to do what they 
please with their own. Now, we charge the 
fact to be that Srewanr & Co. own the fac- 
tory and capital of Fortin & Co. What can 
the object of such ownership be except to 
unite in one person or house the consignor 
and consignee of foreign goods with the 
purpose of preventing the establishment of a 
foreign market value, and so covering the 
entry at an undervaluation ? We can conceive 
of no other. Other things being equal, it is 
impossible to use American capital in Europe 
to advantage. It will yield nearly double 
the percentage here that it will there. The 
pretense that there is not enough capital in 
France to make kid gloves for this market is 
preposterous. France is, and always has 
been, rich in capital for every paying enter- 
prise. 

Mr. Lassey's bluff is intended to convey 
the impression that the house of Forrm & 
Co. in Paris is a distinct and entirely sepa- 
rate concern from the house of Srewart & 
Co. in New York. And the proposition to 
sella large quantity of the product of the

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AN EARLY WINTER. 

Saturday ‘was the dividing line between 
autumn and winter. For fourteen or sixteen 
hours the rain came from the northeast with- 
out intermission. It was a steady, persistent, 
industrious rain, that left underfoot a sea of 
mud, accompanied by wind that churned the 
lake into a muddier condition than it has ex- 
perienced since last winter.

The wonderful progress of other nations 


in extending their trade in manufactures, 
and the substantial loss of British suprema- 
cy, so long maintained in nearly all branches 
of industry, is aggravated by other compli- 
eations. The demand or the necessity for 
American breadstuffs and provisions is in- 
creasing, though they have now to be paid 
for largely in money, when heretofore they 
have been paid for in merchandise. This 
demand is grotving. Of late, fresh beef, and 
mutton, and live hogs have been added to 


the stocks of American products that have 


become essential to the English market. 


Thus, while British purchases of this coun- 
try continue to grow, British sales are dimin- 
ishing year after year. 5 

Of late years France has become a purchaser 
of breadstuffs. In the not remote past she 
was an exporter of wheat, and a competitor 
of the United States in supplying the 
British deficiency. In the meantime her 
city populations have grown; her manu- 
facturing industries have expanded, taking 
in a large proportion of her people.

1. We don't comprehend that paper cur- 
rency redeems itself” every time it pur- 
chases anything, because it does not. Paper 
currency may be exchanged for an article as 
a check or a draft may also be, but the trans- 
action is no more a redemption in one case 
than in the other. Paper promises are re- 
deemed only by the maker, and that by 
actual payment according to the promise on 
the note. Has not Greenbacker sense 
enough to see this? The extent to which 
the currency may be exchanged depends 
upon the prospectof redemption. The Con- 
tinental currency ran down till its exchangea- 
ble function, or purchasable power, was 
equal only tol per cent of its face-value. 
Was that redemption? Confederate scrip 
was exchanged at the last at the rate of 1-10 
of 1 per cent of its face-value. Was that 
redemption? Greenbacks at one time could 
be exchanged only at the rate of 38 cents for 
one dollar. Was that redemption ?

What he had to say was not an avowed an- 
swer to Dr. Thomas’ sermon of last Sunday on 
“The Work of a Minister,” but to the average 
listener the thought could not have been far off 
that the reverend gentleman was, to use a 
worldly phrase, talking back.” 

The words of the text, said Dr. Williamson, 
were those of St. Paul, the grandest preacher 
that ever trod the earth. They were authorita- 
tive, and from them we could not depart. St. 
Paul was a man of ove work.,—the work of 
preaching Christ and Him crucified. ‘I sup- 
pose,” continued Dr. Williamson, meu in his 
day may have called him narrow-minded, nar- 
row-browed, having a slim measure between 
the eyes and such things; but he was willing to 
be called ignorant, unprogressive, narrow- 
minded, and all that, in his degermination to 
give all his really cultivated and even trauscend- 
ent powers to the work of proclaiming Christ.” 
What grander work could there be than 
to tell ruined character of a divine Savior? 
Other passages were cited to show Paul’s notion 
of what the Christian minister ougut to preach, 
including, of course, this particularly strong 
ove: “If any man preach any other gospel unto 
you than that ye have received, let him be 
accursed.“ Pretty serious talk was this, re- 
marked Dr. Wiitiamson. 

Ministers of Christ were at liberty to preach 
in only one way as to doctrine, although as 
to methods there was of course an endless 
variety. The subject matter had been given by 
God,—the crucifixion of Christ and His resur- 
rection,—and the sermon which left that out 
wasn’tasermon at all, but merely an essay. 
The evangelical preacher was pot to turn over 
the leaves of the Bible to hunt up familiar and 
congenial theories for bis sermons. Ile 
was shut up to the one theme,—Christ 
and Him  crucified,—and, while he micht 
use outside truths by way of illustration, be 
should not preach these outside truths in the 
place of preaching the ope precious and only 
theme announced in the text. In fact, he could 
not. Without official degradation, and without 
incurring the curse of God, preach natural his- 
tory, ethics, law, evolution, the arama, or any- 
thing else save the Pauline Gospel of Jesus and 
the resurrection. A preacher need vot study 
philosophy, anatomy, and ali the other natural 
sciences, or law, or social science, but, if neces- 
sary for rurposes of illustration, be could tell 
what somebody else knew of them,—those able 
to speak with authority.“ When a preacher got 
outside of the Word of God, he became an es- 
gavist and had lost bis function of preaching the 
Gospel. A preacher had no truth to 
create Or discover, no new principles 
to unfold, no improvements outside 
of the Word of God to suggest, 
but simply a message to dcliver to the lost sons 
and daughters of men; and it a man did bis 
whole duty in this regard he would have no time 
and less heart to engage in jolitics, philosoph- 
ical societies, questiouabie recreatlous, und such 
things. a f 

There were many of these ministerial essay- 
ists who preached Jesus Christ.“ but omitted 
to preach “Him crucified.’’ Why, some of 
them would even condescend to admit tbat 
Christ was quite as good a man as Socrates, if 
He wasn’t quite so wise; and some of them had 
such an idea of His vicarious death as to go to 
the extent of adopting Horace Bushneli’s 
‘+ moral-inflaence” theory of the atonement, 
which was nothing else than the spectacular 
view of Christ's suffermgs. Christ didu't 
die, as these people would have us be- 
lieve, just to make men feel bad. The 
Bible teaching was that God granted the sinper 
pardon because Jesus had paid that sinner's 
debt. and the moral-iufluence“ theory Was a 
very good thing only when it excited the sin- 
ner’s love after he had gotten his pardon.

They should plainly tell repented 
sinners of the remedy God had ided for 
them, and, above all, they shouid pot fail to 
preach the doctrine of the Holy Ghost. Aquila 
and Priscilla had sat under the teachings of the 
eloquent Apollos, but they saw they knew 
something which be, with ali his eloquence, did 
not know. The preaching of the true Gospel i ight 
be styled as old-fogyish, behind the times, un. 
andili:bera), aud be migbt be asked 
modern thought,“ which was noth- 
less then Plato's speculations re- 
e would want to hear Darwinian-

THE TRUTII. 
SERMON BY PROF. SWING. 

Prof. Swing preached yesterday morning toa 
large congregation in the Central Church, 
McVicker’s Theatre. He selected as his theme, 
“The Truth.“ Following is the sermon: 

Ye shal) know the trath, and the truth shall set 
you free.—John, vili., 32. 

It was the calamity of the times before Christ 
and around Him that they possessed but little 
truth. Notonly was their science false and their 
practical arts false, but they possessed false 
principles of action, and faise doctrines and 
practices in religion. Al! human success de- 
pends upon a knowledge and practice of 
the truth. The farmer must know and con- 
form to the facts of agriculture, the builder 
must know and obey the facts of material, 
the navigator must know the real truth about 
the winds and the tides, and the religionist 
must, if possible, know the truths of 
morais and faith. Information is, therefore, 
not a simple accomplishment, as music and com 
rect grammar are accomplishments, but infor- 
mation is a condition of successful existence, 
and is necded just as the body needs bread. 
The agriculture of the far East was unable to 
support the surrounding life, because it was it- 
self so false to the reality of the soil and Na- 
ture’s laws. The plow stirred only the surface, 
and that imperfectly: the planting was defect- 
ive, the seed defective, the labor employed in 


| cultivating the fecble plant and in harvesting 


the final product was all a mere fragment of the 
whole truth, and famine after famme came and 
went—the penalty of a long series of false- 
hoods. Our land is a region to which a truth 
has come aod has set men frec, and when the 
truth makes men free, then are they free in- 


deed. 

It is very properly complained against mod- 
ern education, and especially that of the girls, 
that it bestows too much of its care upon the 
studies which ornament, and hence too litile 
upon the branches which contain the truths of 
life. The pupils go forth in more of beauty 
than of wisdom. They do not know all the 
laws of the land, of the life, and progress, and 
happiness, and perfect well-being of self and 
society. Be this complaint well-founded or ill- 
founded, the general statement remaius that to 
find out the truths of this world and to obey 
them is the ereat duty of man. That course 
will set him free, and he will be free indeed. 

Mau remained a barbarian until day by dav 
new truth came to give him moments and 
dreams of liberty. A stone hammer and a 
stove knife were a shape of falsehood, [hey 
were a pretense. The real truth lay io iron and 
steel. The canoe made of a log aud impelled 
by an oar was a contradiction in navigation, a 
hypocrite in that art, and henceg@be world’s 
commerce was compelled to wait until the great 
sail or the impelling engine should come; and 
when these came, then sprang up the maritime 
cities on all shores. It thus is evident that 
civilization is the discovery and obedience of 
the world’s truth, and is the converse of this 
also, namely, a constant and determined 
breaking away from all false ideas and prac- 
tices; and from this it follows that religion 
will find its highest estate in the age which 
shall tind its truest forms, and which shall bea 
severe frieud of that form, and a firm opponent 
of its contrary. A falsehood is “tbe worm in 
the bud.“ In the figure of the poet, the bud 
may open with the usual beauty and fragrance, 
so far as the eye can judge, and, indeed, the 
fruit may form, but at some point in the his- 
tory ot the flower or the fruit the injury by the 
worm will appear, and the hidden influence be- 
comes evident and destructive. It is only the 
truthful biossom, the bud in whose invisible 
bosom no false influence reposes, the bud in 
which the true saps of nature flow, and the true 
sunshine and dewdrop nestle, which passes on 
to perfection. 

There are many ways of viewing the successes 
and the calamitics of men and of nations, Thus 
we say that a neglect of national things, super- 
induced by an excessive fondness for art, ruined 
Greece: that militarv jealousies and consequent 
crime dissolved the Roman Kingdom; that ef- 
feminacvy ruined the Empire of the Nile; that 
ignorance destroyed Spain and Mexico: but we 
may find a more general statement in the words 
tbat these States loved great falsehoods as though 
they were great truths, and clung to them to the 
death; whereas, it is truth only which confers 
final liberty and life. As sin is a want of con- 
formity unto or actual transgression”’ of God's 
moral law, so all ruin, from the premature death 
of a flower to the decline and fall of a nation, is 
from the want of conformity unto or actual 
transgression of the laws of all industry and 
action. When the Bible says that The wicked 
shall be turned into Helland all the nations 
which forget God,“ it utters words which we 
see verified in all the ages over which we may 
choose to look. Exactly what may be the Hell 
of the wicked is unknown, but the broken walls, 
the deserted lands, the buried mouumenis, the 
hooting of owls.in old palaces, the faded 
splendor of all antiquity, show us what is the 
Hell into which wicked nations are cast; and, 
if there be for each wicked soul a ruin as deso- 
late, then we need no other definition of Hell, 
but we need an arm that may save. Asa 
knowledge and obedience of all political 
truth would have saved all those old na- 
tions and have caused Carthage, and Babylon, 
and Athens, and Thebes to stand forth to-day 
in ten-fold the splendor of their best period, so 
truth, encompassing the soul allits days here, 
will protect it from tears and tossit forward to- 
ward immortality. Truth is only another name 
for God. Instead of being God Himself, it is 
His law. Like its Author, it must, therefore, 
possess power, and omnipresence, and perpetu- 
ity. Even when atheism fails to perceive a per- 
sonal Deity, it perceives the omnipotence of 
law and confesses that at the altar of 
this truth every tongue shail confess and 
every knee shall bow. Even atheism perceives 
that all the natious which have cast them- 
selves against the facts of Nature have becn 
crushed by the contact. Inserting their favorite 
word, the atheists join the Bible in saying that 
tne wicked and all the nations that forget truth 
will be turned into ruin. What a fortunate ar- 
rangement for humanity that when the mind is 
unwilling or unable to belicve in a personal 
Deity. Nature intervenes to spare the denying 
heart and herself proclaims the everlasting laws, 
and whispers the same words which to other 
ears are whispered by the voice of the Al- 
mighty! Thus Christian and atheist agree in 
confessing that a falsehood will always come 
to man with heavy sorrows; truth will always 
come with aums full of blessings and hopes. 
All agree that truth is the world’s salvation. 

In reading over the daily reports coming in 
detail of that failure of a british bank, we find 
a multiplicity of causes brought forward to ex- 
plain the calamity. Causes are imported all the 


) way from India and Australia; causes are hunt- 


ed up in America in the rivalry of our industry 
and arts; but however largely these places and 
their local events and facts may have affected 
affairs at Glasgow, yet bencath all these potions 
lies the simple explangtion, though the sadder 
one, that that bank has been transacting busi- 
ness upon the basis of a long and vast faisehoud. 
liad it loved the truth, that truth followed from 
the outset would have set it free, But the bud 
contained a worm; and now the flower bas with- 
ered, and the fruit falis biusted from tbe 
branch. It ise most pitiful that such a con- 
tempt of all business truth should have broken 
out in Scotland, the home of so much 
moral philosophy and the mother of our relig- 
ion; but having come in the land which has pro- 
duced catechisms many and good, and which 
urged forward a Reformation, we must read the 
lessons that the simple truth of conduct is after 
all the basis of all religious or fluancial success. 
itis well known that some of our own great 
financial leaders, who have in the past year 
been leaders to ruin, were active church-mem— 
bers, and could, like the Scotch, have composed 
catechisms, or have cheered onward a Keforma- 
tion; but they were men who had omitted from 
their religion the great doctrine that falsehood 
will damn and that truth only will set a soul 
free. In this disturbed time in Great Britain 
the public heart is now casting around to find 
what truth it may possess to help it sustain 
itself against the Glasgow lie; and should 
it come to pass, as all believe and hope, that 
London bas the truth of gold to counteract 
Scotiand’s worthless rags, it will be a powerful 
iustration of the doctrine that truth. is the 
great religion of nature and of God. Thus 
these great commercial ruins come along to 
join with all other rulus of property, af tem- 
ples, and paleces, and houses, and streets in 
rendering more eloquect the Woras of Curie:

falsehood. Their drink is like the drafts on the 
Glasgow Bank,—cheering for a'few days or a few 
vears, but at last dishonored of men and ever- 
more different from the pure gold, Set a lie to 
going in a bank, or ju a theology, or in the cup 
we drink, or in the food we eat, or in politics, 
and there will be a calamity for some one 
to endure. In the old man politics 
there was at least one false vrinciple,—that of 
scizing the riches of adjoining States by force, 
instead of producing ricbes by industry. 
Tous Cesar, and Pompey, and Antony, and 
Cassius, and under their flags thousands of 
knights passed from the noble old manhood of 
former times over to the low rank of piunderers. 
Even the best men of that day became ruined by 
learning to substitute gold stolen for gold 
earned. While so patriotic a man as Cicero was 
acting as Governor of a small and poor province 
he managed to extort irom a poor people §100,- 
000 a year for himself, besides what he extorted 
for the Powers at Rome. At last the falsehoods 
of Rome weighed down toward that heil“ of 
the Psalmist the creat old nation of history. it 
forgot God by forgetting His law, 

One of the most beautiful and impressive of 
all the chapters in the books of Jonn Ruskin is 
that one on the Lamp of Truth“ in architect- 
ure. All the generalities and the details of a 
structure must poseess truth. Tue foundation 


must be in harmony with the superstructure, 


the ornaments in harmony with the meaning 
of the building; there must be no contradic- 
tion of material or form. But all that Ruskin 
reminds us of in architecture is affirmed of 
life, tor the human soul is built up<nto a 
palace by the lamp of truth. A pretentious 
Court-House in our State fell down while 
the workmen were putting on the finishing 
ornaments. The decorations were handsome, 
but there was a falsehood in a column down in 
the cellar—there was a lie in the bricks. But 
these buildings crumble to fllustrate our spir- 
itual world for us, and teach us that a drunk- 
ard, or a gambler, or a defaulter is a spiritual 
temple with a lie in the foundations. What in 
the material world is called a ruin, a crushed 
bridge at Ashtabula is called “hell” in the- 
ology; they poiot alike to the destiny of that 
fabric or that soul which omits the element of 
truth. 

You perhaps remember thatin the Apocrypha 
of the older Bibles four orators contended be- 
fore the King, each to show what was the most 
powerful thing in the world. The first orator de- 
clared the King 1970 the supreme influence ; the 


second argued forthe capabilities of wine; the. 


third found woman to be the most powerful en- 
tity ou earth, but the fourth orator bore away 
the prize by finding that truth ruled all things, 
from the humbiest insect upto the Infinite God. 
Indeed, woman and the King had power only so 
far as they were childreu of the truth. 

Our poets have all said these things for us, 
but more vag tiem than the poets have all the 
old nations handed in their testimony; for in 
whatever manner these nations have perished, 
their truths have rebloomea over their dust. 
As aftera most violent storm has raged for 
days we sce to reappear again the sun and the 
placid stars, no tumult having reached their 
far-away azure, so after the storms which 
made a desert of the valley of the Nile 
aud which overthrew the classic empires, 
all the great truths of those States came 
marching forth out of the dust cloud to join 
themselves with the civilization of the future. 
The mental power of Egypt and Greece, their 
achievements in art, their truthful sentiments 
in literature and morals, the true principles of 
Roman taw, the divine parts of their religion— 
all these came on tous like the doves of Noan 
bearing olive leaves after the flood. The Greeks 
and Romans fel! victims of errors, but their was 
no error in their verse, none in their columns 
and arches, none ip their courage, nove in their 
marble forms; the early church sunk laden with 
mistakes and follies, but there was nothing perish- 
able in its charity, its prayers, its faith and hope: 
and hence, out of the flames which consumed 
ail these old times there has flowed down 
toward us a stream of most pure gold. it mat- 
ters little how a nation dies, whether by one vice 
or by many, the God of nations goes to it in its 
last hour and hands over to immortality its 
truthful principles. Just as when a poet like 
Robert Burns dies by command ot intemper- 
ance, or as when a Byron passes away injured by 
many sins, their valuable and beautiful verses 
are detached at last from the marred or ruined 
soul, and live in their own intrinsic purity; so 
nations, though they may have died Intoxicated, 
or amid carousal of crime and sin, are unable to 
iuvolve their truths in their personal calamity ; 
but from all their burning homes and palaces 
forms above life are seen carrying away all the 
househoid gods that embody a virtue to deco- 
rate with them the temples and homes of the 
subsequent eras. 

It being true that the human soul ascends ac- 
cording to the quantity and quality of its truth. 
and sinks according to the quality and quantity 
of its falsehoods, it must also be true that man, 
when unable to find the absolute truth, must 
attach himself to the nearest possible approach 
to a verity. If to know the whole truth were a 
perfect bliss, then to know in part and see in 
part were a second condition of happiness. And 
this is the best rational defense of him who es- 
pouses the tenets of religion. Unable to learn 
the absoute facts from either tbe priest at the 
altar or from the atheist with his denial, man is 
justified, indeed made rational and happy, by 
asking the generations to tell him how 
near they ever came to finding the 
presence of a God and the* confines of 
a second life. In this comparison of ideas 
atheism falls below its counter thought and 
competitive companion, for if Nature, not to 
sav God, loves and biesses a truth, and opposes 
a falsehood, then it would seem that religion, 
as held by man, must come very near being a 
verity, for Nature has blessed it in all the long 
history of man. It is not alleged that the bhigh- 
est doctrines of natural religion tock any part 
in the overthrow of Babylon, or Athens, or 
Palmvra; it is not avowed by any that Cæsar 
and Pompey were ruined by their faith in God 
and by their conformity of life to such an ideal; 
it will not be affirmed that a studious fol- 
lowing of Christ has ever brought sor- 
row to a nation or to an age; and hence 
we fee! justified in affirming that, if error 


be destructive, then religion has not, in the long | 


experience of man, brought sorrow enough to 
secure for it a place among falsehoods, but on 
the opposite it has so blessed man that it well 
merits the diadem of atruth. When nations have 
expressed a false principle in politics the error 
has hastened to reveal itself. In one or two 
generations the false idea has been found by the 
havoc it has wrought. The leaf has turned yel- 
low to disclose the worm at its root; but over 
religion, over Christianity, century alter century 
has passed, and ail nations will declare that the 
more they heid of its principles the happier they 
were, and that upon its branches no yellow leaf 
has appeared. If false ideas bring injury, it 
would seem that Christianity must be true. 

There are some words whose sweetsess or 
bitterness we can learn only in the experience 
of mankind If you ask me whether twice two 
makes four, I shall answer you without consult- 
ing the human race, but if you ask me the worth 
of liberty,“ or education.“ or music,“ or 
home,“ then you must permit me to go out- 
side of intuition and summon witnesses. It 
will be necessary for me to wander about fora 
few thousands of years, and in many lauds. 
[I must call upon Kings, and patriots, and 
peasants, and slaves. I must sit down amid 
the thinkers and hear. them; the home-circie 
and see their life; and at last I shall return to 
you and declare liberty, and education, and art, 
and home to be sublime suns in the outspread 
Heaven of man. Having seen these ideas, I de- 
clare them to bave none of the qualities of a 
falsehood. So with the word Caristianity. It 
cannot be weighed in the positive scales. One 
cannot say over it twice two is four, and apply 
that demonstrative or intuitive method, but we 
can go out in the wide world and examine it in 
actiou, and so doing we can return confessing 
that religion acts very much as though it were 
one of the holy principles of Nature—a law of 
man and God. It contains the features of that 
kind of truth which eets men free and makes 
them free indeed. The dveds of a lie are utterly 
absent from its history. 

You who are gropitg along .in this world in 
great religious perplexity, wondering what is 
true and what false. remember this, that all 
moral ideas are easily yeliedin doubt. <A few 
years ago Henry D. Thoreau end Mr. Alcott 
and a group of loftv minds became in doubt as 
to the merit of civilization and became enamor- 
ed of the thickets and bills and solitude. Over 
the mind of Rousseau and Chateaubriand a sim- 
Mar cloud was passing at the same time in 
France. Thus came doubt and bid for au hour 
so mighty a good as all the civilization of all 
time. It destroyed all the arts, it silenced music, 
it laughed at industry, it resolved life into a 
camp of bushes and a diet of roots and berries. 
Thus moral notions lie open to grave doubt 
and among them every affirmation of re- 
ligion. A retreat into atheism, into the wild 
bushes and wild berries, is always possibie; but 
acainst this temptation place the whole career 
of mankind, and you will easiiv conclude that 
the religion of humanity contains the outlines 
of a truth. As the Thoreaus, and the Alcotte, 
and the Emersons were called back from their 
tents and vales by thp mighty voſee of tie world 
ther had abandoned, as the rear of ai) the com- 
bined thouzits aud acevements o tha nest 
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garments of Christ than be myself ar- 
rayed in the richest drapery of unbelief.” 


THE STORY OF JONAH. 

4 LECTURE BY THE REV. MR. COLEMAN. 
„Tue Rev. Mr. Coleman delivered a lecture 
yesterday evening in the church at the corner 
of Washington street and Ogden avenue, his 
subject being “The Vindication of the Story 
of Jonali.” He said that in these days the peo- 
ple had no faith in miracles, but in the times of 
Jesus they were always seeking a sign. Wherein 
did a miracle differ from the regular order of 
nature? In these days the progress of science 
had been so great that there was no need of 
superuatural interventions. A miracle was 
not necessarily a new thing, but was only some- 
thing that was above and beyond nature,—not 
necessarily contrary to it. 

Foolish explanations had been given of the 
Book of Jonah. One was that the ship of Tar- 
shish was only shattered in a cove named Fishes 
Bay; another that The Fish was the name of 
the ship. The speaker proposed to show that 
the storv of Jonah was literally true. To begin 
with, Jonah had been Gaimed by nations from 
Palestine to Hindoostan. All mythological 
tales could be traced directly to the Bible. 
CGineas, who sailed from Troy to Italy, was 
Jonah. Perseus gave name toa whole land 
known to-day as Persia. Hercules was swal- 
lowéd by a great fish, in one story, and this is 
but a repetition of the story of Jonah. 
So also in astronomy; the history of the 
signs of the Zodiac constaptiy suggested Jonah. 
So, too, the voyage of Jason in the Argos sug- 
gested the voyage of Jonah. The word Argo 
meant ship. Jouah and Jason were apparently 
the same person. The Greciun Archipelago was 
for ages kaown as the Jonian Sea, or the Sea of 
Jonah, The Euxine Sea, meaning inhospitable 
sen, Was so calied because of Jonah’s hardships. 


Semiramis, the Queen of Assyria, was called - 


the goddess of fish. In 1542 two explorers of 
Ninevh were driven away by the inhabitants be- 
cause the ruins contained the remains of Nabi 
Yones, or Jonah. The speaker showed that the 
Hebrew word for whale meant also shark 
and crocodile. Plimy spoke of a flsh 
which was found, when killed, to have 
the jibboom of a ship in its stomach. 
Mueller told of a shark which swallowed a 
sailor, and, being pursued and killed, the man 
was recovered alive. In the museum at Mar- 
seilles there were skeletons of white sharks 
which contained also the bones of human 
beings. ‘The best naturalists admitted that 
there was nothing in the story of Jonah oppos- 
ed to science. The Mobammedans believed 
that Jonah was forty days in the belly of the 
whale, but the Jewish computation tixea the 
period at thirty hours.

A scienti c gentleman, in talking to the 
speaker on this subject, once said that if Jonah 
had simply scratched with his flnger-nail the 
lung of the whale he would have had all the 
respiration that he wanted during his confine- 
ment. This opinion had also been corroborated 
by other men of science. The speaker believed 
literally in the story of Jonah; he believed that 
be was in the whale’s belly; that he went to 
Nineveh in response to the command ot God,

hoids among this nation. 
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JACKSON STREET CHURCH. 
ITS DEDICATION YESTERDAY. 

The dedication of the new Jackson Street 
Methodist Church took place yesterday. At 
half-past 10 o’clock the Rev. Dr. Willing, Pre- 
siding-Elder, preached a dedicatory sermon, 
choosing for his subject the story of Enoch 
The little chapel was completely filled, and the 
topic was an interesting one. At the close o 
the service nearly enough money was raised to 
clear the indebtedness, and the association was 
thus placed upon a substantial and prosperous 


footing at once. 

At haif-past 2 o’clock Mrs. Jennie F. Will- 
ing midressed the Sunday-scbool, the church 
being an outgrowth of this institution. Her 
remarks were also very interesting, continuing 
for about twenty minutes, and were listened to 
attentively by a goodly number of people. She 
spoke of the duties of the Sunday-school in 
connection with the church work, and en- 
couraged the young people, to whom the church 
almost exclusively belongs, to continue in the 
course which they had marked out under such 
flattering auspices. 

Dr. Willing then formally dedicated the new 
church building to God, according to the ritual 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, before the 
Trustees and the congregation, closing with a 
few well-timed remarks, and extended an invi- 
tation to all who would join the church, either 
on probation or by letter. 

he new church is situated at the corner of 
West Jackson and Oglesby streets, is a small 
but neat and comfortable brick structure, with 
a seating capacity of about 350. The cost of the 
building was $1,600, and of the ground $1,400. 
The former is fully paid for, but the Society 
has an indebtedness upon the latter 
of about 81,300. The church organization prop- 
er is but a few weeks old, but is an outgrowth 
of the Mission Sunday-School Society, which 
was organized last April. The metmbegsbip al- 
ready numbers in the neighborhood of forty. all 
of whum, with the Trustees, are young people. 


METHODISM SOUTH. 

AN ADDRESS BY THE REV. MR. HARTZELL. 

The Rev. J. C. Hartzell, of New Orieans, de- 
liveted an address at Centenary Methodist 
Church, on Mozroe street, near Morgan, last 
evening, upon the subject of Christian Labor 
in the Southern States.“ The large andi- 
torium was well filled. The speaker took 
no text, but confined his remarks tothe gruwth 
and extent of Methodism and Methodist Church 
property. The large increase within the past 
few years he credited to the South, and particu- 
larly to the organization of the Freedmen. He 
compared the growth of Methodism to that of 
other denominations. He looked upon the map; 
he saw the outlines of tbe great Father of Wa- 
ters, and in his mind he followed it in its wind- 
ing course, and saw that from the mouth to the 
source of that mighty river there was not acity, 
not a town, in which there could not be found 
a Methodist Church. The orator touched upon 
the subject of the late Civil War, and spoke 
of the heroism and the bravery of the Southern 
people in fighting for what they considered their 
rights and their freedom. For their convic- 
tions, their wives gave them husbands, their sis- 
ters gave them brothers. They went forth and 
fought; they were defeated, mortified, chagrin- 
ead. They went back to their homes, which had 
been overrun by Northern armies and devastat- 
ed: their bousebolds desecrated, their property 
destroyed, their hopes biighted. What wonder 
that tne Southern people hated those whom 
thev had made their enemies and who had con- 


quered them 

There was much to do at the time of the 
War. There were schools to establish; the 
Freedmen, who were given their liberty, must 
be taken to our hearts and their educational and 


spiritual welfare looked out for.

The memory of that Conference in 
brotherly conversation, in private, and wo aid 
rather than try and condema Dr. Thomas, should 
touch any manly heart.

Thomas’ heart, and we are regretful only lest 
he may forget his pledgcs in the presenve of bis 
unwise later counsejors and poetical sympatbtz- 
ers. The temptation is indeed strong to receive 
condolences, to hear the sweet flattering com- 
parisons of self and one’s ipquisiturs, and vo 
utilize this first indication that slow, behind- 
the-times competitors are “jealous” of one’s 
growing popularity and ability. But we hope 
Dr. Thomas will induce Prot.

In the same copy of the Alliance, Dr. Thom- 
as, in an article on Hedging Up the Way,” 
tries, in bis habitually loose, unfair method, to 
arraign the Methodist Church. He declares 
that even the more liberal Metbodists“ hedge 
the way into their church by added and there- 
fore spurious tests of membership. Whereas, 
as he says, the Church for a hundred years or

The test spoken of was but for 
admission on trial, and obtamed at a time when 
the admission was only to a band or society in- 
side the English Established Church, which 
already had thirty-nine articles of faith, and was 
applied to those already churchmen who had 
accepted the articles.

This vice of misrepresentation of issues 
grievous still, if undesigned—consists, in part, 
in the attempt to condemn tests for entry into 
pulpits as church teachers, by citation of, aud 
argument concerning, tests for lay-member- 
ship, The entire drift, tone—gtock in trade, it 
is sometimes called—of our disseutients is 
habitual arraggnment of the churches aud criti- 
cism of its spirit. The pulpit that does this 
habitually is sure of crowded pews. We rejoice 
that people consent to attend, and we wait for 
the hour when our favored orators shall make 
appeal to the consciences of their hearers and 
so win.them to the Cross. This may be in the 
§plan, and our amens are ready for use. 

We sincerely hope that the injustices we speak 
goi—Prof. Swing when he misrepresents the 
®Rock River Conference, and Dr. Thomas when 
he misstated Methodist conditions of church 
membership—may exhaust the category of of- 
fenses of the kind. When the Central Church 
orator is guilty of such misrepresentation of 
actual facts. we fall to wondering how far he 
deluded us when he won our heart by his state~ 
ment of Presbyterian wrong and injustice. A 
good man isin unworthy busipess when he so 
savagely aud so unjustly attacks 200 good men 
in the Rock River Conference.

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Caica@o, Oct. 27.—I have read with interest 
the able and dignified article in Tus Trisung 
of to-day on The Heresy of the Rev. Dr. 
Thomas,“ and, while I agree with much that the 
writer says, it seems to me that he bas miscon- 
ceived in part the merits of the case. It is not 
true that the Methodist Church has persecuted, 
or intends to persecute, Dr. Thomas. It has 
merely resolved to prohibit the teaching of 
what it calls false doctrine within the Church. 
Io other words, it bas refused to let the church 
organization be used for the purpose of under- 
mining and destroying the Church. It will not 
have the instruménts consecrated by the Church 
for the teacning of acertain body of doctrine 
employed by a dissentient to spread abroad a 
totally different body of dottrine. It will not 
give its countenance and moral support to 
the teaching of that which it has officially 
declared to be error. Now, there is no perse- 
cution“ in the notification of these intentions 
which the Methodist Chureh has given Dr. 
Thomas. It says to him, in effect: Our Churen 
bas resolved to teach certain doctrines. You do 
not believe those doctrines are true or expe- 
dient. Therefore, you are not fit to be a teacher 
and preacher in the Methodist Church. Let us 
part. Do you surrender the office which you 
now hold, and which was conferred upon you 
ouly in order that you might mote the inter- 
ests of the Methodist Church, and we will sur- 
render you. The world is wide enough for us 
both. In some other connection we hope you 
may do useful work, as we know you are abie 
to do; and, as an eloquent, able, and pious man, 
we hope vou may obtain elsewhere the recogni- 
tion which you so abundantly deserve. 

The difference between this spirit and that 
which persecuted Servetus and Galileo is very 
great.

nish the key to the policy on which Russia relies 
practically to defeat the Treaty of Berlin. It 
should never be forgotten that the European 
and Asiatic questions became indissolubly con- 
nected when we brought Indian trooos into the 
Mediterranean; and thatthe Treaty of Berlin 
contains so many provisions which it is human- 
ly impossible can ever be fulfilled, that Russia 
has only to keep Engiand absorbed in Asia to 
do what sbe likes in Europe. Is there any 
European Power but England which would 80 
to war with Russia to compel her to comply 
with the engagements she has entered into in 
regard to Turkey! Russia's object in Central 
Asia is not to go to war with England, but to 
disintegrate Afghanistan, and, by furnishing 
munitions of war and volunteer officers and 
men to the enemies of Shere Ali, to destroy the 
Afghan powers, ahd substitute for it her own 
puppets, while advancing her frontier from the 
Oxus and Tashkend. The instruments whom 
she intends to use for this purpose are the Shah 
of Persia and Abdurrahman Khan, a near rela- 
tion and bitter enemy of the Ameer, In urging 
Shere Ali to refuse the Britisn mission she is 
urging him on to his own destruction. 

Whatever else may happen in Afghanistan, 
one thing is certain,—the present Ameer’s fate 
is sealed. The disturbances in Seistan mean a 
revival of the old frontier dispute between Persia 
and Afghanistan, which an Fnglish mission 
went to settle afew yéars ago, but, as is usual 
in arbitration matters, neither party was satis- 
fied. lo other words, Persia is urged by Russia 
to take advantage of the Ameer’s difficulty with 
England to attack him covertly on his western 
frontier. The acquisition by Persia of Seistan 
means the anvexation of Afghanistan. Simul- 
taneously with this move on the part of Per- 
sia, Russia will advance on Merv, which brings 
her frontier almost to the gates of Herat. At 
the same time she will probably i- 
stall Abdurrahman Kban, now an exile 
in Samareapd, as raler of Balkxh, the north- 
eastern province of Afghanistan, where be is 
very popular,—thus virtually approaching her 
frontier to Peshawar. Inthe moantime it is to 
be supposed that British troops will have oc- 
cupied Candahar and Girishk, as those positions 
flank any advance from Persia, and may pos- 
sibiy tind it necessary to declare war against 
Persia, in which case an expedition to the Per- 
sian Gulf will be necessary. 

Russia calculates, and with reason, that, by 
inciting Abdurrahman to advance from the 
north on Cabul, where he bas many partisans, 
he will produce a revolution in Afgianistan, 
which the Ameer, attacked on all sides, will be 
in no position to put down. It will then be too 
late for him to aceede_to the British demands, 
for he ill be powerless to execute them, and 
Englahd will find herself engaged with Persia 
on the west and the forces of the new pretender 
to the Afghan throne on the north, both strongly 
backed by Russia. The present which Russia 
made to Persia, after the late war, of the for- 
tress of Khotour, with an adjacent slip of ter- 
ritory; the marked manner in which the Shah 
avoided visiting England on tbe occasion of 
his last trip to Europe and journey to St. 
Petersburg,—taken in connection with the op- 
portune disturbance in Seistan,—indicate clearly 
the relations which subsist between the Czar 
and the Shab. Meantime Russia has pushed 
forward to Kizil-Awat, a point beyond her lexit- 
imate frontier, in order the better to support 
the movements above indicated; and the British 
Government-has a right to demand an expiana- 
tion of this advance, and to uire her to 
withdraw from so menacing a posi Whether

A Serious Hitch.

New Tonk, Oct. 2%.—The Worid’s London 
letter says that Lord Salisbury, British Foreign 
Minister, has been invited by the American 
Government to consider seriously the very de- 
cided objections which the American Govern- 
ment is disposed to make to the payment of the 
Halifax Fisheries Award in the new circum- 
stances created for both Governments by the 
recent report of Capt. Sullivan, of the British 
ship Sirius, who was sent to investigate the 
events of Jan. 8; when a number of American 
fishermen were violently driven away from their 
stations on the Newfoundland coast, their fish- 
ing-tackle destroyed, and their businese broken 
up. Capt. Sullivan reported to his Government 
that the people of Newfoundland were justified 
in makiog the assault upon American fisher- 
men, because by the local law of that island 
MACKEREL-FISHING ON SUNDAY is PROHIBITED, 
and Americans were fishing in contempt of this 
law. The Marquis of Salisbury has indorsed 
and accepted the report of Capt. Sullivan as 
embodying the views and conclusions of ber 
Majesty’s Government. The Marquis of Salis- 
bury formally communicates to the American 
Government, without taking the trouble even 
to fortify it by laying it before the United 
States Government, the report of Capt. Sulli- 
van upon the facts in the case as they were 
set forth upon the spot to him. 

It is said that the American Government has 
informed Salisbury that the question as to 
whether American fishermen, pursuing their 
business under the terms of asolemn treaty, 
are liable to violence at the hands of petty local 
authorities for infringing local regulations not

A GENERAL SURVEY. 
CURIOSITIES OF THE GREAT PLAGUE. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Mont, Ala., Oct. 21.—The appearance of 
frost in the northern section of this State, 
where the yello fever has been raging for six 
weeks, has broken the backbone of the dreadful 
plague, and from this date the disease will grad- 
ually disappear. The escape of this city from 
the ravages of the fever was miraculous. When 
the fever was first announced in epidemic form 
in New Orleans a strict quarantine was estab- 
lished against that city, and all railway and wa- 
ter communication was at once suspended. 
From that date until the present moment the 
authorities of tis city have kept up a vigilant 
patrol or all sides of the city, so that it has sim- 
piy been impossible for any stranger to enter 
the city limits, either by day or by night, with- 
out having to go through the necessary chan- 
nels of quarantine. 

It has been maintained by some of the lead- 
ing physicians of the country that quarantine, 
in all cases where the yellow fever is of a malig- 
nant type, is ineffective, and that it is impossi- 
bie to enforce any system of quarantine which 
will absolutely prevent communication. As all 
the questions connected with the appearance, 
growth, and spread of the terrible destroyer are 
te be investigated by the Commission recently 
appointed by the Surgeon-General, I have 
gathered 

SOME INTERESTING FACTS 
relating to the subject which the public will 
learn through the columns of THz Trisung, 
and which cannot fail to be of great importance 
to the Commission as well as the public.. Those 
readers of Tas TRIBUNE who have read the daily 
announcements of new cases and deaths, and 
the appearance at various points of the scourge, 
have not failed to note that the most malignant 
types of the fever have actually been at points 
remote from New Orleans, the birth-place and 
distributor of the fever. At Grenada the fever 
was more malignant than at any other locality it 
invaded. When the fever first became epidemic (or 
contagious, as there is some dis pute upon this 
point) in New Orleans it was deemed unneces- 
sary to establish quarantine at anv interior 
towns. All along the New Orleans, Jackson & 
Great Northern Railroad, which runs from New 
Orleans to Jackson, Canton, Grenada, and other 
places, the people felt entirely safe, asthe fever 
had invaded their localities. Some of the ablest 
and most experienced physicians in the treat- 
ment of this disease had heretofore held that 
the fever would never spread into the interior 
towns along the several lines of railroad leading 
from New Orieans. Hence, when the fever be- 
gan to race in that city, no one dreamed that it 
would ever appear in Jackson, which is much 
nearer to New Orleans than either Canton or 
Grenada. When the plague first appeared in 
Grevada people were so appalled that the entire 
country between there and New Orleans was 
instantly 
THROWN INTO A STATE OF TERROR, 

the like of which has never been known in all 
the land before. Why should the fever make 
a skip all the way from its propagating bed in 
New Orleans to far-off Grenada? Thousands 
of refugees from the former city had before 
that date scattered themselves over the whole 
section of country between there and the Town 
of Grenada; ana the truth is that when the 
fever broke out in Grenada but few persons 
from New Orleans had domiciled themselves. 
All the low, marshy, flat country between New 
Orleans and Jackson, which would appear to 
furnish plenty of food for the fever, was abso- 
lutely free from the disease, while far-off Gre- 
nada was being so rapidly depopulated by its 
ravages that it was impossible to give decent 
interments to the dead. On the west side of 
the river the same state of things continued to 
exist for full five weeks after the first appear- 
ance of the fever in New Orleans. The ques- 
tion, then, naturally arises here, and it is one 
to which the Fever Commission will have to 
give much serious consideration, What caused 
the long delay in breaking out of the 
scourge at Jackson, Rouge, and other | 
interior localities, after it been raging in 
Grenada and Memphis?

had they received prompt medical attention 
and careful nursing. It seems strange that so 
few Southern physicians understand the proper 
treatment of yellow fever, notwithstanding tbe 
fact that the disease is peculiarly a Southern 
one. in New Orleans and in this city possibly a 
half-dozen physicians can be found who will 
agree as to the proper treatment and remedies 
for the fever. Beyoud that all is ignorance aud 
disagreement. If the Fever Commission will 
undertake to make athorough examination of 
the medical corps of these two cities it may be 
assumed with certainty that they will find them- 
selves in a state of “confusion worse confound- 
ed“ after hearing all sides, and will be left with 
the duty of forming their own conclusions from 
such actual facts as they may have before them, 
rather than from either the knowledge or ex- 
perience of these disciples of Esculapius. 

When it is remembered that the fever was 
ragiug in the Town of Grenada for several 
weeks prior to its breaking out at points soutn 
of that place, on the line of the railway to New 
Orleans, the question will arise whether the 
germ of the disease was brought from 
New Orleans, or, as a question of absolute fact, 
did the fever originate at Grenada from effects 
or causes produced right there? in accounting 
for the appearance of the scourge there, it was 
stated that the sewer which runs almost 
through the very heart of the town was in a 
very filthy condition, being the receptacle of all 
the refuse and excrementai matter of the town, 
and having been used for many months without 
having undergone the cleaning process, There 
is a dispute as to whether the first victim was or 
was not a refugee from New Orleans. The most 
diligent search for the facts on this point has 
gone as yet unrewarded. The Grenada physi- 
clans are 

UNABLE TO ENLIGHTEN THE PUBLIC 
on that point. A question in which the whole 
country is so deeply interested, and one involv- 
ing so much that its importance can scarcely be 
imagined, will have to be settied as best it can 
by the Fever Commission itself. As these 
points have been partially discussed by the 
press, I have referred to tuem so particularly in 
order that che readers of Tus 1 RiBUNE who are 
studying this subject may know just where the 
chief difficulty of the Commission will begin. 
I have giyen the whole subject the most 
careful and thorough consideration, based upon 
such facts as have been made public, together 
with critical personal observation, and I have 
arrived at the ‘conclusion that there is no weil- 
settled theory regarding the spread of the yel- 
low fever. Passiug from Grenada to the north 
and east, we find thatin many of the interior 
localities in Teunessee where the fever appeared 
there bad been no direct communication with 
infected places. It appears quite strange that 
remote villages in Tennessee should be invadeu 
by the fever, when prominent points on the 
railway lines leading from Memphis, having 
daily communication with that stricken city, 
escaped entireiv. Heretofore the theory, based 
upon the actual experience of many vears, has 
been that the southern portions of Louisiana, 
Georgia, Texas, Mississippi, and Alabama were 
subject to the ravages of yellow fever. This 
theory has been entirely dissipated by the ex- 
perience of the pregent season of the plague. 
Since the first appearance of the fever 
in New Orleans, a strict quarantine, 
as already stated, was established 
by Mobile, and we have escaped the 
scourge. On the 2th day of August 
a colored woman died in this city who was sup- 
posed to have had the fever. The sanitary pre- 
cautions of the city authorities were thereafter 
redoubled, ana now, at the close of the ravages 
of the dreadful scourge, we find that we have 
escaped, while all over Northern Alabama, 
three and four bundred miles distant from us, 
the fever bas been raging for weeks. As lar 
north as Chattanooga the fever has invaded a 
section of country which has heretofore been 
.c-lared by the best medical authority to be 
tete wom any danger of infection. That very 
section of country, indeed, has heretofore been 
AN ASYLUM FOR THE FLYING REFUGEES 
of Mobile and New Orleans during yeliow-fever 
epidemics or contagions. For so many years 
that the memory of man runneth not to the 
contrary, North Alabama has been the resort, 
during epidemics of almost every kind, of refu- 
gees, and never before was yellow icver or any 
other malignant disease known to exist there. 
In 1873, when all Southern Alabama was being 
ravaged by this terrible plague, communication 
with North Alabama was unrestricted. 
and thousands of refugees from New Or- 
leans, Mobile, Montgomery, Pensacola, and 
other infected points sought the cool air of 
those mountainous retreats, and escaped the 
scourge. It appears in the present instance, 
however, that refugees from Memphis soread 
the fever at Tuscumbia, Florence, and Decatur, 
and also at Chattanooga. Any reader of Tue 
TRIBUNE can take a map and ascertain exactly 
where these are, and their distance from Mem- 
phis and New Orleans, Refugees from both of 
the latter are scattered at every station be- 
tween Memphis and Chattanooga Why is it 
that at the most remote points from Memphis 
the fever has invaded localities, while those 
uearest escape? This is a question which physi- 
cians are now discussing with considerable ac- 
tivity, and, as in almost every other feature con- 


nected with yellow-iever ravages, no two doc-. 


tors hold the same opinions. Nor is it probable 
that the Commission appointed to investigate 
the subject will be able to ascertain just why 
the fever breaks out in one locaiity and refuses 
to do so in anotber, notwithstanding all the ele- 
ments for operations appear to exist more 
clearly in the escaping points. For instance, 
the Town of Tuscaloosa, in this State, 
is situated on the railway between Meridian, 
Miss., and Chattanooga, Tenn., many miles 
nearer New Orleans than the Town of Decatur, 
which is in North Alabama on the railway be- 
tween Montgomery and Nashville. Two refu- 
gees from New Orleans died at Tuscaloosa, and 
that was the last of the fever there, the remain- 
ing refugees as well as citizens remaining in 
perfect health. But at Decatur, where chere 
are no refugees, the fever suddenly breaks out 
in malignant form and depopulates the town, 
and this atatime when the neighborhood of 
Decatur is filled with pleasure-seekers who have 
sought the bracing mountain air and wild scene- 
ry to escape the fever, being 
ASSURED BY PHYSICIANS 

who claimed to possess the knowledge that the 
fever would never invade those mountainous 
retreats. Thus we see that while South Ala- 
bama, where the fever has always raged before, 
escaped the scourge entirely, North Alabama, 
where it never was known to exist before, was 
depopulated, hundreds of victims dying from 
the fever. Here again the effectiveness of quar- 
antine is seen. The City of Montgomery, 
which has several times suffered from a 
severe type of the fever, and which in 1873 sut- 
tered heavily from the scourge, at the first an- 
nouncemeut of fever in New Orleans, establish- 
ed a most rigid quarantine, increased its police 
force to scour tue suburbs and roads, placed 
detectives on all railway-trains, and escaped the 
fever entirely. It, as the physicians claim, 
quarantine does not prevent the fever, how do 
they explain the escaye of Mobile and Mont- 
gomery! These two places alone established 
and enforced quarantine, and both have been 
entirely free from the fever. If the Fever Com- 
mission will visit these two cities and examine 
into the methods pursued by the municipal 
authorities, possibly they may learn something 
conceroing the euforcement of a quarantine 
which will serve to dispel the idea that quaran- 
tine does hot prevent fever. The theory of 
those why maintain that a quarantine will not 
prevent fever is, that, as the germs of the 
plague are carried about in the atmosphere, it is 
uestion for quarantine to be any

It must be remembered 
that the people have such a horror and dread of 
this disease that they fly from it in great haste.

neither knowing nor caring what became of 
their neighbors. One instance coming under my 
own observation will serve to illustrate. Upon 
the appearance of the fever at Decatur. one of 
the wealthiest citizens of the county packed up 
the necessary clothing for his family, locked all 
his houses, and leit them in charge of a 
colored family he had employed on his 
place. ‘This rich man with his family 
took the first train North, and without 
having given his servants a cent to live upon 
during his absence. Hesimply left them totake 
care of themselves as well as his property. All 
the wealthy citizens having thus left the fever 
communities, the sufferers were totally depend- 
ent upon the charity of the great-hearted peo- 
pie of the free North. Had not that charity 
been prompt and effective nundreds—vea thou- 
sands—ol men and women of the South who 
now live would have died from want and neg- 
lect. The conduct of the wealthy class in every 
fever locality was shameful and cruel to the last 
degree. Not one redeeming instance has come 
under the observation of the writer, and he has

Refugees from all points where frost has falien 
can now return to their homes without fear, 
but it is advisable that all who reside south of 
Memphis wait uutil the Boards of Health official- 
ly announce cessation of fever. The Democratic
